DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's response filed on April 1 1 , 
2008. Claims 1-6 and 8-31 are pending in the present application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendments to claims 1, 9 and 21 have overcome the rejection 

set forth in the Office action mailed Jan 8, 2008. The specification supports 
the amendments [Fig. 6; page 16, line 15 to page 17, line 25]. Fig. 7 
illustrates the methodology. Regarding claims 10-12, the applicant's 
arguments are persuasive. The prior art of record does not teach these 
limitations. Therefore, claims 1-6 and 8-31 are is indicated allowable. 

Claim 1 is essentially similar to claim 8 and hence is indicated 
allowable. Further, claims 2-7 being dependent from claim 1 and claim 9- 
16 being dependent from claim 8 are also indicated allowable. 

New search updates reveal no other prior art which teaches the 
limitations in the context of the claims.
